Two unusual first day covers 
have been submitted for inspec- 
tion by Chester P. Jackson of 
Niagara falls, N. Y. 

The covers were produced for 
the first day of issue of the Can 
ada Friendship stamp but rather 
than the official postmark with 
the ‘First Day Of Issue” in the 
killer bars. these covers have the 
postmark of the Transfer Office 
R. M. S., Suspension Bridge, N. 
Y. The one cover also has a copy 
of the Canadian “Citizen” stamp 
on it which is tied to the cover 
with a “Tor. & Nia. Falls R. P 
O.” postmark. 


The Suspension Bridge office is 
located at the end of that bridge 
on the American side, it being the 
point where trains entering from 
Canada stop. There is only a small 
volume of first class mail handlec 
here, the <lerks postmarking each 
one with a handstamp. The R. P 
O. mark is from a car which 
crosses over the bridge six days 
a week. 


Mr. Jackson points out that 
formerly inere was a town named 
Suspension Bridge, N. Y. which 
has since Leen incorporated into 
the city of Niagara Falls, N Y. 
He notes aiso that it was at the 
Suspension Bridge Transfer Office 
that the King and Queen coe 
land were welcomed to the United 
States by the then Secretary of 
State, Cordell Hull.

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Dealer's Aleriness 
Traps Stamp Robbers 


It’s an old adage that Crime 
does not pay. It is especially true 





in the stamp world. 

In Newark, N. J. the other day, 
one George Eichelhardt, of 254 
Clinton Ave., Newark, found this 
out to his regret. He was arrested 
by Newark police for the burg- 
lary of the premises of a New- 
ark dealer, R. Herrnfeld, of 5514 
Clinton Ave., Newark, late last 
Spring. Most of the material was 
found in Eichelhardt’s possession, 
including not only the stamp 
stock, but typewriter and binocu- 
lars as well. In all the intervening 
months, Eichelhardt had not been 
able to dispose of the material. 

When the robbery took place, 
Herrnfeld reported the matter to 
the American Stamp Dealers’ As- 
sociation. One of the services that 
the A. S. D. A. offers the trade, 
and this refers to the trade in 
general, rather than to its own 
members, is its services in help- 
ing cut down the toll of robberies 
by making it unprofitable. As 
soon as news of a theft is received, 
every A. S. D. A. member, and the 
stamp magazines as well, are noti- 
fied, so that they can be on the 
lookout for the stolen goods. 

In the Herrnfeld case, among 
the A. S. D. A. members receiving 
the notice of theft was Walter 
Gisiger, well known stamp deal- 
er of 551 Fifth Ave., New York. 
Mr. Gisiger made a mental note of 
the contents of the Herrnfeld loot, 
and when months later a mail 
sending contained material that 
appeared to be part of it, he lost 
no time in communicating . by 
telephone with Mr. Herrnfeld. As 
soon as Herrnfeld saw the stamps 
and definitely recognized them 
as his own, he communicated with 
Mr. Keller, Executive Officer of 
the A. S. D. A. and with the New- 
ark Police. In a matter of hours, 
the sender of the small selection, 
Mr. Eichelhardt, was arrested, and 
in due course confessed. He 
turned over to the Police the bal- 
ance of the material stolen, so 
that restitution will approach 
90%, even though not one of the 
stamps was in the original stock 
books. The robbers had removed 
everything, placing the stamps 
in other books and envelopes so 
that they would not be recog- 
nized, but despite this, through 
the sharp eyes of Mr. Gisiger his 
scheme was foiled. , 

Investigation disclosed that a- 
bout six months ago Eichelhardt 
isited the Herrnfeld office to 
ake an inquiry about purchas- 
ing some stamps, and at that time 
he familiarized himself with the 
layout and the manner in which 
entry could be obtained. He then 
waited several months, timing his 
subsequent visit for a weekend 
when no one would be in the 
office, and getting away with not 
only stamps and stockbooks, but 
office equipment as well,

As a matter of fact, 
it was this practice that made the 
Department stamps in our col- 
lections obsolete when the ad- 
hesives were discontinued some 
seven decades ago. 

The “penalty clause”, as it is 
called, provides for the carrying 
of mail by ordinary means, but it 
does not pay for other services. 
Thus, if a Government agency 
wishes to send a letter Special 
Delivery, the penalty clause will 
pay the three cents postage, but 
the special delivery fee will have 
to be paid for by stamps, pur- 
chased with funds of that par- 
ticular agency. So it is with Reg- 
istry, Special Handling, or any 
other service fee. 

Generally, a letter to be sent 
air mail would have to have the 
air fee _ with stamps, since 
the pen clause only takes mail 
by poet means. Congress, 
however, apparently has provided 
an opportunity for the penalty 
clause to carry certain letters by 
air when certified as “Important 
Official Mail” and Section 511, 
Paragraph 3 of the Postal Laws 
and Regulations provides for this 
service.

“official air mail’ is shown here- 
with by means of such a letter 
recently received by one of our 
advertisers. While such an item 
is not especially rare, and cer- 
tainly not valuable, they are of

Eventually, all the valuations 
presented to you, in this column, 
during the course of the year, 
will be brought up-to-date and 
condensed into a workable cata- 
log whereby everyone concerned 
will derive the benefits occruing 
from the plate number block field. 

In order to present these valtua- 
tions in an understandable and 
workable fashion, we start with 
the current commemoratives and 
work our way back until we ~2ach 
the Columbian Issue.

The above figures will govern 
rotary press types only. We will 
have an entirely different form 
to follow when we approach uton 
our first flat plate issue. For our 
mutual understanding, all rotary 
press valuations are in blocks of 
four and ‘Jat plates are in biocks 
of six. During the course of this 
column I wil. not place any ~al- 
ues on singles of plate numbers 
or any other forms of colleving 
plates other than those recogn‘zed 
by Scott’s U. S. Specialized «and 
for the record all nambers listed 
are from Scott’s. 

Now in Fig. 1, you will note 
that I utilize a crossed line fizure 
to divide the four positions of a 
plate number. This is merely an 
example to acquaint you with a 
diagram simple to read. The sym- 
bols UL, UR, LL, LR "denote the 
four positicns viz; UPPER LEFT, 
UPPER RIGHT, LOWER LEFT, 
and LOWER RIGHT.

FALKLAND DEPENDENCIES. 
In a recent ee | of the 
map stamps, the plates were 
redrawn to eliminate the brok- 
en circle variety which occur- 
red on all values. The circle 
was eliminated but the new 
printing shows a new entirely 
different variety. A double 
south pole occurs five times on 
oor sheet, on the 42nd, 44th, 

46th, 48th and 50th stamps. 

GREAT BRITAIN. The six 
stamps from seven pence to 
one shilling, including the re- 
cently issued eleven pence, ail 
type A103, have the value ex- 
pressed only in words. This 
does not conform with Postal 
Union regulations requiring 
the value to be expressed in 
figures. It is possible that this 
violation of the regulations may 
result in seven new stamps?? 

GREAT BRITAIN, M. E. F. & 
E. A. F. These overprinted Brit- 
ish étamps, even though they 
retain their denominations in 
British currency, were sold for 
their equivalent in local cur- 
rency, 
African since the beginning of 
the British occupation. The re- 
cently announced new stamps 
therefore, do not ent a 
change of currenc Instead 
they seem to mark (rather tard- 
ily), the change from Occupied 
enemy territory administration 
to British Military Administra- 
tion. The new overprints are 
very indistinct on some values, 
especially .of the postage due 
sets and it is ible that cel- 
ored inks will be introduced 
to remedy this defect. 
PAKISTAN. The hand stamped 
“Pakistan” overprints in var- 
ious colors and positions on 
George V and George VI In- 
dian adhesive stamps, have 
been officially disclaimed by 
the Pakistan postal authorities, 
who state that the only legiti- 
mate hand stamping was per- 
formed on postal stationery. It 
is alleged that some of these 
handstamped stamps have ac- 
tually done postal duty, These 
forgeries and similiar material 
are being made in India in very 
large Fy gr export. 
IND TES. There are per- 
sistant pom (not verified) 
that eleven or twelve of the 
smaller Indian states will is- 
sue stamps of HIGH FACE val- 
ue in honor of the Royal Silver 
Wedding. If these stamps are 
actually issued, it will be just 
another attempt to garner col- 
lector’s shekels. It is doubtful 
whether many collectors. will 
buy these labels, (even if called 
stamps) to be added to a collec- 
tion of Royal Wedding stamps, 
especially as these Indian States 
are no longer part of the Brit- 
ish Empire. 

NEW ZEALAND. On August 19th 

1948, New Zealand revalued 

(Not devalued) the pound to a 

level the same as the British 

pound. This* resulted in a de- 
cided hardening of the pound 
in the foreign exchange market, 
on the theory that the position 
of sterling has been improved 
by this action. It was pointed 
out that this action of New 

Zealand put Australia on the 

spot, because the Australian 

pound has been quoted on a 

parity with the New Zealand 

pound. This revaluation means 
that the New Zealand pounds 
are henceforth worth around 
$4.03 compared with the pre- 
vious rate of around $3.22. It is 
reported that this decision by 

New Zealand was made with- 

out consultation with Great 

Britain. At Canberra, Prime 

Minister Chifley was quoted as 

declaring that Australia had no 

intention of revaluing the Aus- 
tralian pound upward. 

This action should put an end 
to the rumors that the Great 
Britain pound would soon be 
devalued, and it is probable 
that Australia may be com-

who at 60 founded and became the 
first president of the American 

ross, following her service 
as Civil War nurse. 

Mr. Brosman carried on. He 
wrote hundreds of letters to 
prominent people, urging their 
support in his plan, and sent 
many letters to the Post Office 
Department. He has pored thru 

ooks, pamphlets and old docu- 
ments, reading everything that 
had to do with Clara Barton, and 
has become a leading authority 
on the subject. 

Among the scores of letters, he 
wrote this year to President Tru- 

man: “The lack of nurses to staff 
our tue tine itals is developing into a 
national disgrace...the life of 
Clara Barton, if better known, 
would do much to inspire the 
women of today to emulate her 
example.” 

At the same time he wrote a 
letter to the postmaster general’s 
office. The third assistant post- 
master general gave him the us- 
ual “brushoff” such as he had 
received so many times before, 
and in a letter from that office it 
was stated that the application 
ae not be considered at this 


«> then—five days later, on 
y 4, came another letter from 
the third postmaster general, stat- 
ing that the Post Office Depart- 
ment had reconsidered and would 
— the Clara Barton stamp. 

r. Brosman believes that Presi- 
dent Truman had evidently taken 
a hand in the matter, also the two 
letters would not have been re- 
ceived so close to each other, one 
turning down the plan and the 
other accepting it. 

The little man from Natick, 
after his years of effort, knows the 
joy of successful effort at long 
last. “It was a question of God be- 
ing at my right hand and the 
memory of my wife at my left,” 
he said. The years of correspon- 
dence and effort were over, the 
little man from Natick, now 80 
years of age, says the success that 
attended his efforts is a tribute 
to two great ladies, to Clara Bar- 
ton and his wife, and also to the 
nursing profession. 


Chesterfield Post 
Office Has Big Day 


When the activity died down 
after the biggest day that the 
Chesterfie.d, N. H. post office ever 
had, everyone concerned felt tha‘ 
they had performed a_ giganti- 
job well. The activity was brought 
on by the first day sale of the 3c 
Harlan Fiske Stone stamp on Au- 
gust 25. 

The Chesterfield, N. H. post of.- 
fice is one of the small fourth 
class variety, and had neither the 
normal space or facilities for the 
proper handling of the flood of 
covers which poured into the 
community So while the covers 
were every one canceled at Ches- 
terfield, they were prepared for 
the canceling machines, sorted 
and had the stamps affixed to 
them at the Brattleboro, Vermonc 
post office just nine miles away. 
Justice Stone for whom the 
stamp was issued was born at 
Chesterfie:d, and his memory 
played a large part in the 2ele- 
brations which were conducted 
for Chesterfield’s Old Home Day 
on the first dav of issue. 

For two weeks previous to the 
actual date of issue, a force of 15 
women had been busily engaged 
in the preparation of the covers 
at the Brattleboro post office. Of 
course on the actual first day 
Chesterfield’s postmaster.
